| they served a very good purpose. They were, perhaps, the best available pave- 
ment of the time. 


But as then laid they have served their purpose; tcday 


they are primitive. 

In addition to depression and elevation caused by ordinary usage, these 
blocks have been taken up and relaid in spots for the purpose of putting in 
conduits, tracks, water and gas pipes, so often that there is scarcely left a 
square yard of this sort of pavement which has not been, at one time or 
another, disturbed arid dislocated. In the absence of efficient city Inspection, 
scarcely in any instance have these pavements been relaid as they originally 
stood. 

The result is the surface line of the average Atlanta belgian block pave-

STRANG LOWERS 
AUTO RECORD 


In Christie Car He Makes the 
Mile in 1:16 Flat 


Soft Track Prevented the Young 
Nephew of the Inventor From 
Making Still Better Time. 
Ford Car Wins Race Be- 
tween Local Men, 


A roar of distant thunder: a cloud of 
dust, sirangling in its evelopment, a 
flash of flame—and that’s Christie's au- 
tomobile, driven by a 136 horse-power 
engine, reeling off a mile on the dirt 
track at Piedmont parx in the record- 
breaking time of 1:16 flat. 

This is the time it took Louis Chris- 
tie Strang, the nephew of the celebrated 
driver, to twice circle the dirt track 
Wiasterday afternoon, and thereby clip- 
ping off 3 seconds from the record made 


famous Green Dragoon car. 

For daring and intrepidity it is doubt- 
ful if the spectacle witnessed when 
this man took his life in his hands and 
three times during the afternoon elec- 
trified 5,000 people by the nerve and 
skill which he displayed in making this 
express-like run on a track that was 
neither packed or banked, has been 
equaled in Atlanta. ' 

Second in importance was the local 


'vrace between a Ford and a Pope-Hart- 


ford car, driven by local chauffeurs and 
owned by local men, when the five-mile 
pursuit race was won in the remarka- 
bly swift time of 8:06 1[-5. 

These races were the best ever seen 
in Atlanta, and will doubtless be repeat- 
éd before the fair is over. 

The crowd was as enthuiastic as the 
most ardent could wish. They. came 
early and remained late, and cheered 
ali during the race. 

The car driven by Christie Strang 
looks more like a gas stove of large 
proportions than a time-breaking auto- 
mobile, 

It is so,low that the heighth from 
the ground to the top of the steering 
Wheel is hardly five feet. The body 
Sits close to the ground, and all over 
has the appearance of solidity. 

There is only one seat, at the extreme 
rear end, over a gasoline tank, while 
the front i$ taken up with mechanism 
to drive the {36 horse-power engine. 

Without preliminary cantering Strang 
had his powerful machine trundled out 
On the dirt track. 

It was after the last of the running 
races when the dust was fully two 
inches ‘deep all around, that he went 
out against time. 

With a push of one lever and the pull 
at another there was a couple of flame 
flashes, two or three quick and Suc: 
cessive detonations, and the car was 
off on its errand of time wrecking. 

Following in his wake there was a 
cloud of dust which seemed as though 
it would strangle those behind him 

Never has such a cloud or dirt ana 
dust been raised as did this car. Be- 
fore it had settled back to earth again 
he was round the track and plunged 
into what might have cost him his 
life . 

The second turn raised even more 
dust than the first. Except for tne 
flashes of flame shooting up from his 
engine it was impossible te see him 
across the track On the last lap of his 
run. 

He could be followed by sound, and 
When he struck the curves, without 
banks, he was forced to shut off steam. 

To prevent skidding, when these 
curves were reached, he shot across 
the track at right angles, almost, thus 
raising the dust, but preventing a head- 
on into the fences. 

As he concluded his record-breaking 
run-in a whirlwind of sand and dust he 
was greeted with cheers, whith were 
repeated wien it was siated that he 
had lowered the Barney Oldfiela record 
from 1:19 to 1:16. He tried twice more 
to beat that record, but it was impos- 
sible. Considering the sotfness of the 
earth it is remarkable the time in which 
he made it. 


Race of Local Cars. 

Following hig trials there was a loca! 
race between a 40 horse-power Ford 
machine, owned by M. Cc, Hute and 
driven by John H. Bryant, and a 25 
horse-power Pope-Hart machine, driv- 
en by Ernest Jones and W. L. Gilbert. 
It was a five-mile pursuit race, and 
was won by the Ford car in ise an- 
nounced time of 8:06 1-5. 

The start was bad, the winning «car 
getting the better of it, and there was 
some dissatisfaction, which may result 
in another race. The local drivers 
showed nerve and ability in han..ng 
their cars and taking the curves. 

“Tt am gratified that I succegded in 
lowering the record of Barney Qldfielu 
on the local track, but am sorely dis- 
appointed that I did not get to turn my 
car loose, for | know I could have made 
@ mile in 1:10 or less,’ said Louis Chris- 
tie Strang. “As it was, I beat the pre- 
vious track reeord three seconds, which 
is creditable, considering the condition 
of the track. . 

“After I had made my first turn 
around the track my goggles became 
clogged with the dust, and I could hard- 
ly see further than 75 feet in front ot 
me, and had to shut off power altogether 
on the curves, because of the perfect 
mountain of thick red dust. 1 really 
consider myseM lucky at escaping with 
my life, so flerce was the going. 

“When I appear at Macon, if Mr. 
Christie permits me to drive the car in 
his place, then I will bet any amount of 
money that [ will lower the world’s 
record of 52 seconds, now held by this 
ear. I know the track there, and am 
sure [I will do better than 80 seconds. 
The car races there October 22 at a 
meet to be given by the Macon Automo- 
bile Club.”’
